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General  Crop  Report  as  of  May  1,  1941 

Early  reports  on  crops  show  conditions  generally  favorable, 
though  in  many  ways  unusual.  Nearly  everywhere  east  of  the 
Rockies,  April  was  warm,  and  from  Minnesota  and  Illinois  east- 
ward April  temperatures  averaged  nearly  as  high  as  is  normal 
for  the  first  of  May.  Southwestern  ranges,  favored  by  abundant 
rains,  are  blooming  like  a  flower  garden,  and  in  the  West  as  a 
whole  ranges  have  rarely  had  a  better  start.  April  showers 
have  been  heavier  in  most  of  the  "Dustbowl"  than  in  the  eastern 
end  of  the  Corn  Belt.  Farmers  in  a  vast  area  extending  from 
North  Dakota  to  the  Rio  Grande,  where  lack  of  rainfall  has 
limited  crop  production  in  most  of  the  last  10  years,  have  been 
complaining  this  year  that  seedings  of  spring  crops  are  being 
delayed  by  frequent  rains.  On  the  other  hand,  in  the  Ohio 
Valley  and  most  Eastern  States  the  spring  has  been  dry ;  farmers 
are  well  up  with  their  work  but  many  have  been  preparing  their 
corn  land  in  clouds  of  dust  and  are  wishing  for  rain.  Assuming 
more  nearly  normal  weather  in  future  months  in  areas  now  too 
wet  or  too  dry,  there  seem  to  be  very  few  States  where  prospects 
for  crops  and  pastures  are  now  definitely  below  average  for  this 
season  of  the  year. 

Winter  wheat  has  been  favored  and  conditions  on  May  1  in- 
dicated a  crop  of  about  653  million  bushels.  This  would  be 
fewer  bushels  than  were  harvested  in  1937  and  in  1938  but  more 
than  were  harvested  in  25  of  the  last  30  years.  The  acreage 
abandoned  is  expected  to  be  less  than  in  any  year  since  1931 
and  the  yield  per  seeded  acre  the  highest  since  that  year. 

Rye  prospects  on  May  1  were  fairly  promising  in  all  States 
suggesting  a  good,  but  not  exceptional,  yield  on  an  acreage 
slightly  above  average,  and  a  total  crop  about  12  percent  above 
that  harvested  last  year.  Oats  look  promising  through-out  the 
South. 

Early  hay  crops  have  had  a  good  start  in  nearly  all  States 
except  California.  They  look  unusually  promising  in  Mid- 
Western  States  but  on  May  1  needed  more  rain  from  Ohio  and 
Kentucky  eastward.  Beneficial  rains  to  date  in  May  have  not 
entirely  relieved  the  deficiency.  In  the  country  as  a  whole  it 
now  seems  likely  that  the  yield  of  hay  crops  per  acre  will  approach 
or  exceed  the  yield  secured  last  year.  The  acreage  cut  for  hay 
is  expected  to  show  an  increase  that  will  about  offset  the  increase 
in  the  number  of  livestock  to  be  fed.  Stocks  of  hay  on  farms  on 
May  1  were  large  and  the  early  starting  of  pastures  will  reduce 
feeding  this  month.     The  present  outlook,   therefore,   is  that, 
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barring  extensive  drought,  supplies  of  hay  per  unit  of  livestock 
next  fall  will  be  ample,  probably  about  the  same  as  during  the 
last  3  seasons  and  much  larger  than  in  any  of  the  8  seasons  that 
preceded  them. 

The  condition  of  pastures  on  May  1  was  the  highest  for  the 
date  since  1929,  substantially  higher  than  in  most  recent  years 
except  1938.  The  condition  exceeded  the  1930-39  average  for 
May  1  in  43  of  the  48  States. 

The  early  spring,  new  grass,  and  continued  liberal  feeding  as 
a  result  of  higher  prices  for  dairy  and  poultry  products  pushed 
milk  production  per  cow  and  egg  production  per  100  hens  to  new 
high  records  for  May  1.  Reports  on  milk  production  per  cow 
were  5  percent  higher  than  on  any  previous  May  1  and  milk 
production  per  capita  in  the  country  as  a  whole  was  also  a  new 
record  for  the  date  by  a  margin  of  about  6  percent. 

It  is  too  early  for  production  forecasts  for  some  fruit  crops  in 
inportant  northern  and  western  areas,  but  prospects  on  May  1 
were  favorable  in  nearly  all  major  producing  sections,  and  ample 
supplies  of  most  fruits  seem  assured.  Peach  production  in  the 
10  early  Southern  States  is  indicated  to  be  more  than  50  percent 
larger  than  last  season's  crop  and  the  10-year  average;  and 
although  the  prospective  harvest  of  California  Valencias,  which 
furnish  the  main  supply  of  summer  oranges,  is  now  somewhat 
smaller  than  was  indicated  earlier  in  the  season,  a  fairly  large 
crop  is  expected. 

The  May  1  outlook  for  rye  is  generally  very  favorable.  The 
production  in  1941,  as  indicated  on  May  1,  will  be  45,623,000 
bushels — well  above  the  1940  production  of  40,601,000  bushels 
and  the  10-year  (1930-39)  average  of  38,472,000  bushels. 

The  acreage  of  rye  sown  in  the  fall  of  1940  was  estimated  at 
6,002,000  acres  which  was  larger  than  that  of  a  year  earlier  but 
slightly  less  than  the  average.  May  returns  indicate  that  41 
percent  of  the  total  sown  will  be  utilized  for  pasture,  hay, 
turned  under  as  green  manure,  or  abandoned,  leaving  3,527,000 
acres  for  harvest  as  grain.  Last  year,  3,192,000  acres  were 
harvested  and  the  10-year  (1930-39)  average  is  3,320,000  acres.

Stocks  of  wheat  in  interior  mills,  elevators,  and  warehouses, 
on  April  1,  1941,  are  estimated  at  131,247,000  bushels,  the  highest 
on  record  for  that  date.  April  1,  1940,  stocks  were  80,997,000 
bushels,  and  the  9-year  (1931-39)  April  1  average  stocks,  at 
71,173,000  bushels.  Stocks  of  wheat  in  these  positions  have 
continued  at  a  record  high  level  since  the  1940  crop  movement 
started.  In  making  the  April  1  estimates,  consideration  was 
given  to  the  information  obtained  from  the  Nation-wide  March 
1  storage  capacity  and  stocks  survey  by  the  Agricultural  Mar- 
keting Service  and  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration.

Western  livestock  and  Range  Report,  May  1,  1941 

(17  Western  States) 

Western  range  feed  conditions  are  good  to  very  good,  with 
favorable  prospects  for  spring  feed.  The  condition  of  ranges  on 
May  1  was  the  highest  for  that  date  since  1930.  Range  condi- 
tions east  of  the  main  range  and  in  Arizona  and  California  are 
the  best  in  several  years.     Livestock  continue  in  good  condition. 

Western  ranges  showed  a  seasonal  improvement  in  condition 
during  April,  but  the  growth  of  new  feed  was  delayed  in  northern 
areas  by  cool  weather.  Moisture  conditions  were  improved  by 
rain  and  snow,  over  the  areas  east  of  the  Rockies,  with  some 
lack  of  moisture  in  the  Northwest.  Range  feed  conditions  in 
the  Dakotas  are  the  best  in  several  years,  with  ample  moisture  for 
the  present.

Average  butterfat  prices  received  by  farmers  at  local  markets 
on  April  15  were  32.6  cents  per  pound,  compared  with  30.7 
cents  on  March  15,  and  27.5  cents  on  April  15  last  year.  Farm 
butter,  at  29.2  cents,  was  1  cent  higher  than  a  month  previous 
and  compared  with  26.4  cents  on  April  15,  1940.  Wholesale 
milk  was  $1.91  per  hundredweight,  up  1  cent  from  last  month 
and  17  cents  per  hundredweight  above  last  j-ear.  Prices  of 
milk  retailed  by  farmers  averaged  10.4  cents  per  quart,  or  un- 
changed from  a  month  earlier.  Creamery  butter  production 
during  the  week  ended  April  17  was  9  percent  greater  than  a 
year  earlier.

An  increase  in  poultry  prices  received  by  farmers,  together 
with  a  marked  advance  in  egg  prices,  combined  to  bring  the  mid- 
April  group  index  of  poultry  products  to  104  percent  of  the 
1910-14  average.  This  is  14  points  above  last  month  and  22 
points  above  the  index  for  April  15,  1940.  Marketings  of  live 
poultry  continued  below  last  year,  reflecting  the  smaller  num- 
bers of  poultry  on  farms  and,  in  part,  the  higher  egg  prices. 
Receipts  of  dressed  poultry  at  major  markets  remain  about  the 
same  as  a  year  earlier.  Total  egg  production  in  March  was 
above  the  previous  March  and  the  10-year  average,  and  the 
rate  of  production  per  100  hens  continued  at  a  higher  level  on 
April  1.

Linters  consumed  during  the  month  of  April  1941  amounted 
to  119,639  bales  compared  with  119,029  in  March  and  91,896  in 
April  1940.  Linters  consumed  during  the  9  months  ended  April 
30  amounted  to  965,110  in  1941  and  809,479  bales  in  1940. 


Cotton  prices  made  further  sharp  gains  during  the  past  few 
weeks  and  the  10-market  average  of  12.63  cents  for  Middling 
15/16-inch  on  Ma}'  13  was  141  points  higher  than  a  month  earlier 
and  compared  with  9.78  a  year  ago.  Spot  cotton  markets  con- 
tinued unusually  active  for  this  season  of  the  year,  with  mer- 
chants the  most  active  buyers.  The  unfavorable  export  situa- 
tion showed  no  improvement.  Domestic  mills  operated  at  a 
record  level  and  consumption  of  920,142  bales  in  April  compared 
with  854,179  in  March  and  623,098  bales  in  April  1940.  Exports 
of  74,009  bales  in  April  compared  with  97,292  bales  in  March 
and  344,609  in  April  a  year  ago.  Total  exports  from  August  1 
through  May  12  of  about  897,000  bales  compared  with  about 
5,714,000  bales  in  the  corresponding  period  a  year  ago,  according 
to  reports  from  the  trade. 
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
